The  regular 
drinker  of  ram  will  take  no  other  iiqnbr 
in  its  plsoe  if  he  can  bulp  it  It  seems 
to  reach  the  spot  more  directly  than  any 
other  dram.  Tbe  dark  brown  sugars 
have  also  disappeared,  aud  they  are 
Sever  likely  to  return,  owing  to  the 
methoda  of  boding  and  the  manufacture. 
Granulated  sugar  is  of  tbe  same  compo¬ 
sition,  as  far  as  saooharine  qualities  Are 
concerned,  as  loaf,  oat  loaf,  cube  and 
Brushed  and  differs  from  them  only  in 
tbst  its  orystals  do  not  cohere.  This  is 
beoanse  it  ia  constantly  stirred  during 
tbe  prooess  of  crystallisation.  The  lighter 
brown  sugars  taste  sweeter  than  tbe 
white,  for  tbe  reason  that  there  is  some

(or  them  to  remember  that  they  ban 
simulate  browu  sugar  by  adding  a  tea¬ 
spoonful  of  molasses  to  each  quarter  of 
a  pound  of  the  white  grauulutcd  sugar. 
This  combination  does  us  well  iu  all 
household  recipes  that  call  for  brown 
sugar  as  the  article  itself,  and,  besides, 
it  saves  them  a  great  deal  of  hunting  for 
brown  sugar,  which,  as  wind  before,  has 
disappeured  from  tha  market.  Wash- 
iugtou  Star.

Obituary. 

8:illy  YreeUnil,  eighty  years  of  nge,  died 
ou  Moudny  st  the  Mannlsinside  He*pitul 
after  an  illue**  of  n  little  over  a  week. 
"Anut  8h  ly a*  she  was  culled,  was  a  relic 
of  slavery  day*  iu  New  Jersey.  For  untny 
year*  idle  lived  with  the  Peters  fmuily,  und 
w»*  known  to  hIidosI  eveiy  one  iu  tbe  town¬ 
ship.  She  wns  very  much  devoted  to  re- 
iigiou,  and  np  to  the  week  before  her  ill- 
oefl*  bad  seldom  ml*sed  a  zueetiog  of  any 
kind. in  the  Fiiat  Presbyteriru  Church,  of 
which  she  was  the  oldest  member  except 
one  theu  living.  Her  service*  were  always 
in  demand  at  fain  and  o  ber  festivities. 
The  funeral  took  place  Wednesday  Iroin  the 
Parish  Honae  of  tlie  churoh.  The  inter¬ 
ment  waa  made  iu  the  Peteis  burial  plot  of 
tbe  Bloomfield  Cemetery. 

Miss  Florence  Greaoeu  died  iu  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Pa.,  on  Saturday.
